But when the _— came again to himſelf, he returned Ro/znna ſuch a terrible Blow, that if 
zt had ehaneed to right upon her, it would have cloven her Head in Pieces; but with great

And near unto the Sepulchre, there lay a terrible great Beaſt, headed like a Lion, his Breaſt and 
Body like a Wolf; and his Tail like a Scorpion; which ſeemed continually to ſpit Flames of Fire: 
the Sepulchre was encompaſſed about with a Wall of Iron, with four Gates to enter in thereats 
The Gates were after the Manner and Colour of fine Diamonds; and directly over the Top of the 
chiefeſt Gate, ſtood a Marble Pillar, whereon hung a Table written with red Letters, the

The Sorrow and extreme Grief of the Roman Emperor ſo exceeded for the Murder of his Daugh- 
ter that he fell dead to the Earth in a ſenfleſs Swoon, and was carried by fome of his Knights 
(half dead with Grief) home to his Palace, where he remained Speechleſs for the Space of thirty Days. 

The Emperor had a Son as valiant in Arms as any born 1talian, except St. 4nthony, This young 
Prince whoſe Name was Lucius, ſeeing his Siſter's timeleſs Death, and by what Means it was com- 


mitted, he preſently intended with a Train of an hundred armed Knights, which continually atten- 


ded upon his Perſon to aſſail the diſcontented Champions, and by Force of Arms to revenge his 
Siſter's Death. | | 


This Reſolution ſo encouraged the Roman Knights, but eſpecially the Emperor's Son, that betwixt 


theſe two Companies, began as terrible a Battle as ever was fought by any Knights; the Fierceneſs 


of their Blows ſo exceeded the one Side againſt the other, that they did reſound tccho's which yield- 


ed a terrible Noiſe in the neighbouring Woods. 

This Battle did continue between them, hoth ſharp and fierce for the Space of two Hours, by 
which Time the Valour of the incenſed Champions prevailed, that the moſt of the Roman Knights 
were diſcomfited and lain ; ſome of them had their Heads parted from their Shoulders, ſome had 
their Arms and Legs chopped off; and ſome lay breathleſs weltring in their own Blood; in which En- 
counter, many Roman Ladies loſt their Huſbands : many a Widow was bereft of her Son ; and ma- 
ny a Child left Fatherleſs, to the great Sorrow of the whole Country. 

But when the valiant young Prince of Rome ſaw his Knights diſcomfited, and he left alone to with- 
ſtand ſo many noble Champions, he preſently ſet ſpurs to his Horſe, and fled from them like a Heap 
of Duſt forced by a Whirl-wind. a | * 

After wham the Champions would not purſue, accounting it no Glory to their Names to triumph 
in the overthrow of a ſingle Knight, but remained ftill by the Scaffold, where they buried the ſacrificed 


Virgin, under a Marble-ftone cloſe by the Monaſtry-wall. The which being done to their Content-' 


mEnts, St. George engraved this Epitaph upon the Stone with the Point of his Dagger, which was

So when he had written this Epitaph, the Chriſtian Champions mounted upon their ſwiſt-footed. | 


Steeds, and bid adieu to the unhappy Confines of 7taly, hoping to find better Fortune in other Coun- 


tries. In which Travel we will leave them for a Time, and ſpeak of the Prince of R ome, who af-" 
ter the Diſcomfiture of the Roman Knights, fled in ſuch hafte from the Fury of the warlike Champions; 
After which he like a raging Lion, traverſed along the River 7ybris, filling all Flaces with his melan- 


choly Paſſions, until ſuch time as he entred into a thick Grove, wherein he purpoſed to reſt his wea- 
ry Limbs, and lament his Misfortunes. After he had in this ſolitary Place unlaced his Helmet, and 


| hurled it ſcornfully againſt the Ground, the infernal Furies began to viſit him, and to ſting his Breaſt 
with Motions of fiery Revenge. In the End he caſt up his wretched Eyes unto the Skies, and ſaid e:

This being ſaid, he drew out a Dagger and clove his Heart aſunder. The News of whoſe deſpe- 
rate Death, after it was brought to his Father's Ear, he interr'd his Body with his Siſter Zucina's, and 
erected over them a ſtately Chappel, wherein the Nuns and ceremonious Monks, during all their 
Lives, ſung Dirges for his Childrens Souls, | | 
After this the Emperor made Proclamation through all his Dominions, that if any Knight was ſo. 
hardy as to travel in Purſuit of the Exg/iþ Champion, and by Force of Arms to bring him back, or 
deliver his Head to the Emperor, he ſhould not only be held in great Eſtimation through the Land, 
but receive the Government of the Empire after his Deceaſe : Which rich Proffer ſo encouraged, 
the Minds of many adventurous Knights, that they went from ſundry Provinces in the Purſuit of St. 


George, but their Attempts were all in vain, 
CHAP.

N the eaſtern Parts of the World, the Fame and valiant Deeds of the Champions of Chri/fendom © 
was proclaimed, with the Heroical Acts and Fates of Arms, naming them the Mirror of Nabi- 
lity, and the Types of bright Honour: All Kings and Princes (to whole Ears the Report of their 
Valour was made known) defired much to behold their noble Perſonages. And when the Emperor 
of Greece (keeping then his Court in the City of Conflantinople) heard of their mighty and valiant © - 
Deeds, he thirſted after their Sights, and his Mind could never be ſatisfied with Content, until ſuch _ 
Time as he had deviſed a Means to intice them to his Court, not only in that he might enjoy the 
Benefit of their Company, but to have his Court honoured with the Preſence of ſuch rengwned . 
Knights; and therefore in this Manner it was accompliſhed : erb- 
The Emperor diſpatched Meſſengers into divers Parts of the World, and gave them in Charge to. 
ubliſh throughout every Country and Province as went, of an. honourable Tournament that 
ſhould be holden in the City of Conflanzineple within fix Months following, thereby to accompliſh his 
Intent, and to bring the Champions, whoſe Company he much defired, unto his Court, | 
This Charge of the Grecian Emperor, as he commanded, was ſpeedily performed with ſuch Di- 
ligence, that in a ſhort Time it came to the Ears of the Chriſtian Knights, as they travelled betwixt 
the Provinces of Aa and Africa who, at the Time _—_— came in great Pomp and Majeſty to 
Conſtantinople, to furniſh forth the honourable Triumphs. 
At the Fame whereof likewiſe reſorted thither a great Number of Knights of ng Valour and 
Strength, among whom was the Prince of Argier, with a goodly Company of noble Perſons, and. 
the Prince of Fez, with many well-proportioned Knights; likewiſe came thither the King of Arabia 
in t State; with no leſs Majeſty came the King of Sicilia and a Brother of his, who were 
both Giants. Many other brave and valiant q_ whoſe Names I here omit, came thither to 
honour the Grecian Emperor; for that he was well efteemed of by them all. And as they came to 
honour the Triumphs, ſo likewiſe they came to prove their Fortitude, and to Fame and Name,

This brave Meſſage cauſed St George to ſmile, and bred in his Breaſt a new Deſire of Honour, 
and returned him this Anſwer: Friend, go thy Ways, and tell the Giant that ſent thee, that I 45 
accept his Demand, alths it doth grieve my very Soul to hear his arrogant Defitnce, to the great Diftur. 
bance of the royal Company, in Preſence of ſo mighty an Emferor : But ſeeing his Stomach is gorged with 
fo much Pride, tell him that George of England, i ready to make his Defence, and alſo that ly be 
Fall repent him, by the Pledge of my Knighthood. 

In ſaying theſe Words, he took the Spear from the Squire, and delivered the Gauntlet from his 
Hand to carry to his Maſter, and ſo putting himſelf to the Standing, waited for the Encounter: At 
that Time he was very nigh the Place where the Emperor ſat, who heard the Anſwer which the La

in Honour of that God for whom he had fought ſo many Battles, he built up, at his own Charge, 2 
moſt ſumptuous ( hapel, to this Day bearing the Name of St acgues's Chapel, and for the Mainte- 
nance thereof purchaſed divers Lands adjoyning, with Choiriſters to ſing Day and Night therein 4:/e-

This celeſtial. Gift and glorious Cuſtom ſo prepar'd, begot ſuch Love of the meaner Sort 
of People, that they eheemed bim more than a Man, with Reverence of ſuch Regard beſtow- 
ed upon him, that the very Name of this noble Champion won greater Admiration, than ;..

Oh bloody Butchery, and inhuman 
Cruelty ! a death of more Terror than ever was heard of. Nero, in ripping up his Mother's 
Womb to ſee the Bed of his Creation, was not half ſo cruel. But to be ſhort, Hunger prevailed, 
and they died, their Bodies putrified, and in time conſumed away to Duſt and Mould; whereupon 
the Lord, to ſhew that they died in his Favour and Love of Heaven, illuminated fuch a Light in the

A Fer all theſe aforeſaid Proceedings, Nature, the common Nurſe of us all, ſo wrought in the 


Jantinophe, where they lately atchieved ſo many Praiſes of Knighthood, he took his Journey towards 
1aly ; and knowing by the Courſe of Nature that his Days were not many, he purpoſed there to 


ſet up his Life's Reſt, and in Death to finiſh up all earthly troubles, ſo coming after a long Journey, 


to the City of Rome, where the Emperor Domitian kept his Court, and the City being then in-her 
wy Pomp and Glory, won great Deſire in the Champion's Mind to ſee the Monuments of 

So on a Morning going from his Lodging, he walked up and down. the Streets with Admiration, 
and fed his Eyes with many pleaſant Objeas, Firfi, with great Wonder he ſtood gazing upon 
Monuments that were erected in the Honour of all their famous Emperors, Councils, Orators:
